SUBJECT: Meeting of the Ad Hoc Group of USI3 on 
Congressional Investigations © 


1. On 31 January I attended 2 meeting chaired by 
25X1A _....._] which was attended by all USIB representatives. 
The meeting dealt with the Cengressional inquiry on the 
intelligence Commmity and a number of items were discussed 
and some assignments made. An agenda is attached. 


2. The first matter discussed was security. Mr. 
25X1A announced that the Committee Chairszan, Senator Church, 
had Called the FBI to ask them to conduct full field investi- 
gations on the staff. It is unclear as to who will certify 
clearances for TOP SECRET. It is anticipated that arrangs- 
sents will have to be made for clearances for staff personnel — 
in the compartmented area. It was agreed that Secrecy Agroe- 
ments should be signed and no decision has been made a3 to 
this particular problem. Other security problems discussed 
_ without decision were transcripts ef hearings, ganitization 
procedurss, technical surveillance, document accountability, 
25X1A  shysical security, Srd Agency rule, etc. [-_] requested 
shat the Chairman of the Security Committee look into these 
watters, along with the Director of Seeurity, CIA.
